On  December  9,  10,  and  11,  The  High  School's  ON  STAGE 
COMPANY  PLAYERS  presented  "High  Spirits",  and  adaptation 
of  Noel  Coward"s  "Blithe  Spirit."  High  Spirits  is  a  lively 
musical  with  many  memorable  songs  and  exciting  dance  numbers. 
It  is  about  the  zany  medium  Madame  Arcati  who  holds  a  seance 
and  manages  to  materialize  Elvira,  the  dead  wife  of  Charles 
Condomine.  Once  materialized,  Elvira's  main  objective  is  to 
get  Charles  back.  The  problem,  however,  is  that  Charles  has 
been  married  to  Ruth  for  five  years.  In  an  attempt  to  kill 
Charles  and  bring  him  back  with  her  to  her  "Home  Sweet 
Heaven,"  Elvira  kills  Ruth  by  mistake.  At  this  point,  Madame 
Arcati  performs  an  exorcism  to  try  to  send  Elvira  back  where 
she  came  from.  Instead,  Ruth  is  materialized,  now  Charles  is 
stuck  with  both  of  them.  Obviously  Madame  Arcati  isn't  the 
person  who  has  the  power  to  send  them  back.  But  who  is?? 
The  maid  of  course!  As  it  turns  out  she  is  the  one  who  materialized 
Elvira  in  the  first  place  and  she  is  the  only  one  who  can  get  rid 
of  them.  Before  Edith  dematerialized  them,  Ruth  and  Elvira 
manage  to  put  hemlock  in  the  Brandy.  As  the  play  ends,  Madame 
Arcati  and  Charles  drink  a  fatal  toast  to  Charles'  freedom.
